The next step 


And the next step? “Whetner 
there will be an attempt at a full 
armed insurrection will depend on 
the next elections. If the Frente 
Amplio fails to get its candidate, 
General Liber Seregni, elected, the 
Topamaros may decide on a full- 
sesle armed uprising, synchronised 
with a general strike. There have 
been few direct clashes between 
commandos and the armed forces.

There are two reasons for this 
bizarre situation, inwhich the Isra- 
eHs have shown more concern than 
the Americans for vital Americar 
interests. The first reazon is that 
the Israztis are not victims of the 
Popular American delusion that the 
Foviets have somehow changed their 
spots. They are quite sure the Soviets 
wil grab for the world oil-tap, if

JORDAN BRIDGE AND JUMBO JET ΟΝ 


USINESS is business, they say, 

and man's urge to trade, like 
the bird's instinct to fly, trans- 
cends all borders. .This axiom ‘be- 
cames as clear as the day itself 
as you stand in the 38 degree sun 
and gaze at Allenby Bridge, the 
main crossing point between the 
Hashemite Kingdom of Jordan and 
the State of Israel. 

Here, without regard to the of- 
ficial state of war existing between 
the two countries, citizens of both 
crogs over, day in, day out. The 
political struggle is ceded ta the 
diplomats in their capitals; AHenby 
is for plain folk who must pss 
from sovereignty to sovereignty in 
order to maintain their normal way 
of life, 

Helping maintain thia semblance 
of normalcy on the Israel side of 
the bridge are 28 workers of the 
Treasury's Customs and Excise De- 
partment Their assignment is to 
check ali incoming goods — per- 
sonal effects and merchandize des- 
tined for commerce — and collect 
the applicable taxes provided ‘by 
law. 

Israel's customs inspectora, at 
whichever entry point they work, 
are under orders to treat every 
transient with respect and dignity. 
Reuven Wernick, Customs Officer 
for Judea and Samaria, pever - lets 
his men forget that rule. As a re- 
sult, an impoverished Arab arriv- 
ing in a creaking ‘bus from 
Ammas, with a sack of rags on 
his back, is afforded the same 
treatment as the affluent American 
tourist stepping off a Boeing 707 
jet at Lod Airport, toting his $100 
Samsonite weekender.

Paying for past neglects

HAIFA. — “The cease-fire on the 
Suez Canal must not be seen ag a 
green light for social warfare or for 
a “Kulturkampf ... the day on 
which a Jew throws a Molotov cock- 
tait at another Jew is for me a 
black day,” Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg said here yesterday, in ‘com- 
menting on Tuesday's Panther riot 

in Jerusalem. 

“We are today paying for the 
neglect of the past,” Dr. Burg said, 
“in the period of ‘mass immigration 
when, so to speak, every five mi- 
nutes, round the clock and through- 
out the month, a newcomer arrived 
in the country... It was not one 
Single Ministry on which the blame 
can be pinned, but all of them to- 
gether, becayse social integration is 
@ comprehensive and complex affair.” 
But he went on: “I have the impres- 
sion that unclean political hands are 
meddling In the unrest.” 

The Minister was speaking to the 
press during an official tour of the 
town. 

Meeting the press in the Mayor's 
chamber during ἃ visit to the town, 
the Minister said he regarded com- 
munity work as “one of the main 
tasks of the Jocal authorities, be- 
cause only a communal effort can 
help clean up the pollution of the 
Social atmosphere.” 

On physical poltution, Dr. Burg 
said bis Ministry was now coming 
to grips with the problem of eco- 
logy. “We don't have to wait until 
there are demonstrations on the 
student campuses against atr pollu- 
tion.” 

Turning to Mayor Moshe Flieman, 
sitting next to him, Dr. Burg said 
that if he wanted to have applied 
research undertaken on how to cope 
with it, the Ministry of Interior 
would be a partner in the effort and 
the cost. It regarded Its aim to 
make the citizen more ecology-con-

Yesterday afternoon, an estima- 
ted 300 relatives and supporters of 
the detained Panthers gathered in 
the Russian Compound where Jeru- 
salem Police Headquarters are 
stivated, for what was to have been 
a "mass demonstration.”

Fear- 
ing that a riot had broken out, 
the police sounded a general alarm 
and dozens of helmeted policemen 
burst into the jail Ten minutes 
later, one red-faced policeman emer- 
ged and explained to the press that 
“we over-reacted to a false alarm.”
